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ATIONAL Drama Week will this year be observed Feb- 
ruary 14-20. Increased interest in the drama as a book 

is evidenced by the number of printed plays that reach the Book- 
list office. A few years ago the moving picture introduced to us 
the play to be seen and not heard; now the radio is to offer the 
play to be heard and not seen. How far this new form of 
dramatic expression will lead and whether it will call forth a 
new school of radio playwrights offer an interesting if somewhat 
hazy field for speculation. The Drama League of America and 
the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Foundation are offering prizes 
for the best original radio play. The winning play will be broad- 
cast from WLS, Chicago, during Drama Week. Libraries will 
be more interested, however, in the literature of the drama, and 
a few recent books are listed as being suitable for Drama Week 
publicity: Aristophanes; his plays and his influence (Our debt 
to Greece and Rome series) by L. E. Lord will serve to em- 
phasize the fact that drama in some form or other is as old as 
man and was in an exceedingly flourishing and intelligent state 
in Aristophanes’ time. Dramatizing child health; a new book of 
health plays, with chapters on the writing, the producing, and the 
educational value of dramatics, by Grace T. Hallock, published 
by the American Child Health Association, will be welcomed as 
a contribution in a comparatively new field. A simple text for 
beginners is Writing the one-act play, by H. N. Hillebrand. 
T. H. Dickinson in Playwrights of the new American theater sur- 
veys the field since 1900. There are several recent collections: 
Representative American dramas, edited by M. J. Moses, gives 
the complete text of fifteen modern American plays; The Ladies’ 
Home Journal one-act plays gives five plays easy for amateurs 
to produce; W. D. Steele’s The terrible woman and other one-act 
plays consists of four short plays also suitable for amateurs; 
Twenty-five short plays, collected by Frank Shay, represent as 
many different countries; and Modern plays, short and long, 
edited by F. H. Law, contains eleven plays representing various 
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types of drama. Some important lists of plays are F. K. W. 
Drury’s Viewpoints in modern drama which annotates three 
hundred and sixty-eight modern plays; An index to one-act plays, 
by Hannah Logasa and Winifred Ver Nooy, covering about five 
thousand plays published since 1900; and Frank Shay’s A guide 
to longer plays, a list of fifteen hundred plays for little theaters, 
professional and stock companies, art theaters, schools, amateurs 
and readers. The St. Louis Public Library has just issued a 
pamphlet Recent plays by American authors, chiefly published 
since 1917, compiled by Irene Fisse who calls it a “working” 
list. In the To-day and to-morrow series there is a new volume 
called Timotheus, by Bonamy Dobrée. This is a look into the 
future of the theater and is compounded of imagination and a 
delicate irony.
